In each case 
the documents were signed bv bust- 
ners, financial, political and educa- 
tlonal leadera in their respective 
eountries, In the care of the Euro. 
pean countries the appeal was ad- 
dresseg to the respective govern- 
ments. In the United States the 
Chamber of Commerce of the United 
States was asked to arrange the 
preliminaries of the conference.

Alderman C. R. Garner’s opinion 
was in direct contrast and he served 
notice that if the sum were stricken 


from the sheet it would be forced 
back ee one thas a warden 
would eleeted at the next meet- 


ing of council or the one following. 
He also intimated that he would 
fight adoption ofthe sheet.

Roberts, a driver. Roberts’ and 
Tolbert’s injuries were not serioua. 
After medical attentfon was gived 
them at Grady hospital, they re- 
turned to duty at the éngine house. 
The apparatus, crashing into the 
East Hunter car, was an -engine 
hose wagon driven by L. L. Rob- 
erts, who escapéd without serious 
injuries. Captain Netherland and 
the two other firemen were riding. 
the truck at the tinmie, and were 
thrown several feet by the impact 
of the collision. . “| 
Are Rushed to Grady, ., 
“The injured firemen were rished 
to Grady hospital, where medical | 
aid Was given them. Captain Neth- 
Ferland sustained sevérdi fractured 
ribs and internal injuries. :

Holds Misjoinder in Con- 
tempt Proceedings Against 
Morris Et Al. 


Another apace was written in 
the procee gs against the Morris 
and Armour fertilizer plants on the 
outskirts of Atlanta, which have 
been -charged with being nuisances 
to the people living in that vicinity, 
on account of the alleged noxious 
odors arising therefrom, when the 
supreme court Wednesday reversed 
the judgment of the Fulton superior 
court fining the above named con- 
cerns $300 for alleged failure to ob- 
serve an injunction and subsequcnt 
agreement to abate the nuisance. 

The first injunction was obtained 
|against the Morris company by 
Solicitor General John L. Boykin on 
| December 5, 1917, the prosecuting 
j}attorney acting for the state on the 
relation of a number of residents of 
'the neighborhood. This injunction 
| was twice modified and finally, on 
February 11, 1918. put into the 
‘shape of an agreement, which was 
‘also signed by the Armour Fertil- 
izer works, wherein they undertook 
to observe the terms of the modi- 
fied injunction. 

On the ground that this agree- 
ment had not been observed, fines 
in contempt were entered against 
both of the fertilizer concerns. The 
supreme court, in a lengthy decision 
rendered by Justice George, holds 
that the superior court was in error 
in joining the Armour concern in

Wife-Slayer Freed 
At Dublin Hearing 


Long Petition Presented, 
Asking Edwards’ Be 
Freed—Defense Claims 
He Shot in Attempt to 
Kill Man Found in

Dublin, Ga., January 14,.—(Spe- 
cial.)—For lack of a prosecutor, 
Matt Edwards, the white man who 
shot and fatally wounded his wife in 
this county December 31, was re- 
leased today at his commitment trial 
before Judge Kane. Edwards’ son, 
who swore out the warrant, stated 
after the trial that he would rather 
let his father go free than to fur- 
ther air the old family quarrel. 

A feature of the trial was a pe- 
tition presented by the 
signed by 147 people, neighbors of 
Edwards, which asked that he be 
released, as the killing was in their 
opinjon entirely justifiable, and tha’ 
Edwards was a quiet, inoffensive 
man in normal life. The petitioa 
also requested the grand jury ney to 
indict Edwards. 

Edwards made a statement short- 
ly after surrendering to the sheriff 
in which he stated he fired not at 
his wife but at the man who had 
her in his arms, his wife being very 
scantily clad, and who. held the 
woman as a shield between himself 
and the angry husband. 

Neighbors of Edwards state hr 
will be able to prove this and other 
sensational charges of the case and 
that if he should ever go to trial 
the state will have a hard time con- 
victing him.

Application for a pardon for Rush 
{(rwin, convicted of manslaughter at 
the November term of Fulton supe- 
rior court and sentenced to one year 
im the penitentiary, was argued be- 
fore the prison- board Wednesday 


by Judge Frank Harwell, formerly 
of the court of appeals. The appli- 
cation was backed by the members 
of the trial jury, numerous promi- 
nent Atlanta citizens, who testified 
aS to the good character of Irwin, 
traveling salesman, who knew him, 
and the sheriff’s office of Fulton 
county, which certified to his good 
behavior while in jail. 

Irwin was convicted for killing 
John Moody, a boarder in his re 
ily, the motive for the homicide 
being the alleged intimate relations 
of Moody with Irwin’s wife. + He be- 
gan his sentence in the penitentiary 
on November 11, 1919. 

Among those who join in the pe- 
tition that clemency be extended to 
Irwin is Captain Levi Bullard, 
father of Mrs. Rush Irwin, the 
woman in the case. Judge Hum- 
phries, whopresided at the trial, 
wrote a letter in which he declined 
either. to recommend clemency or 
to oppose it, declaring that what- 
ever action the governor and the 
prison commission may take will be 
satisfactory to him. 

Members of the trial jury say 
that they did not see how they could 
letIrwin go scet-free and, accord- 
ingly, they gave him the minimum 
punishment allowed by the law for 
voluntary manslaughter. They de- 
clare, however, that in their opin- 
ion the man has been sufficiently 
punished and that if it had been 
possible, they would have made 
their sentence two months’ instead 
of twelve.

Affidavits are submitted to show 
that Irwin is in ba dhelth, that he 
has suffered severely from his in- 
earceration in pail, and that the 
punishment he has already endured 
is sufficient to atone for the crime 
committed in view of the provoca- 
tion which he had and the view taken 
of the matter by the trial jury.

lanta Retail Food Dealers’ associa- 
tion Tuesday night, when a tele- 


gram was read from F. C. Kam+¢ 
per, attending a meeting of the na- 
tional organiaztion in Chicago, to 
the effect that it was the consen- 
sus of opinion that the price set- 
ting commissions were powerless to 
legally take any action to set aside 
prices set by the dealer himeelf. 
“And any further proof is 
needed,” continued Mr. Jackson, “I 
might call to the attention of dis- 
believers that a prominent mer- 
chant of Atlanta was on Wednes- 


jury for profiteering. For certain 
reasons, am not at liberty to 
disclose his identity, but it will 
be known soon enough. I will state. 
however, that this might happen 
to any others who run rough- hod 
over the provisions outlined in the 
authority granted the fair price 
committees.” 

“The death knell of profiteering,” 
said Mr. Jackson, “was sounded in 
October when an amendment to the 
food act, vested the authority in 
the president of the United States 
to make any regulations that might 
add to the enforcement of the act. 
Attorney General Palmer is his rep- 
resentative, and he has provided 
ample anager 8 for the proper 
functioning of the fair price com- 
mittees. 

“There is a provision in the law 
unter which we operate that men- 
tions a penalty of $5,000 fine, two 
years imprisonment, or both, for 
violation of the food act, and I 
think the sentence might be added 
to the ‘expense’ of the merchant 
who doesn’t believe.”

The total resources of the bank

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BOURGEOIS PRESIDENT 
OF FRENCH SENATE 


Former Premier Defeats Op- 
ponent on Third Ballot. 
Contest a Party Test. 


Paris, January 14—Leon Bour- 
geois was elected president of the 
senate by that body on the third 
ballot taken today for the choice 
of a presiding officer. He received 
147 votes as against 125 for An- 
tonin Dubost, the retiring president 
of the senate. Justin De _ Selves, 
former foreign minister, who re- 
ceived 17 votes on the first ballot 
and sixty votes on the second, with- 
drew from the race after the sec- 
ond ballot. 

Encouraged by their success in 
electing Paul Deschanel president 
of the chamber of deputies yester- 
day, his adherents are preparing to 
announce his candidacy for the 
presidency of the republic at the 
plenary meeting of parliament at 
Versailles next Saturday. 


Clemencenan’s Position. 


Premier Clemenceau’s friends as- 
sert he will not declare his candi- 
dacy but will accept the presidency 
if the vote fa favorable at Ver- 
Sailles on Saturday. 

Several others besides Clemen- 
ceau and Deschenal are mentioned. 
among them being Leon Bourgeois. 
mee Pams and Rene Viviani. The 
newspaper Avenir remarks that be- 
cause of this fact some politicians 
intended to ask President Poincare 
to accept another term. 

The struggle over the presidency 
of the senate which developed in 
that body today made it appear im- 
probable the case of Joseph Cail- 
laux, former premier of France, 
charged with intriguing to bring 
about a premature and dishonorable 
peace with Germany, would be 
called for trial before the senate, 
sitting as a high court, before late 
this evening if at all today. 

Early Balloting. 

It had been planned to bring the 
ex-premier into the senate before 
his judges at 2 o’clock this after- 
noon, 

Leon Bourgeois, former premier 
and leading representative of 
France in the creation of the league 
of nations, led by a plurality in two 
ballotings, but further balloting 
was necessary. The first ballot stood. 
Bourgeois, 122; Antonin Dubost, 
former president of the senate, 103. 
and Justin De Selves, former for- 
eign minister, 17. 

Second ballot: Bourgeois, 103; 
Dubost, 73, and De Selves, 60. 

The contest developed is consid- 
ered a test of the strength of the 
‘parties at the approaching election 
of a president of the republic.

The finance committee of coun- 
cll is now at work on the city’s 
January finance sheet, and discus- 
Sion of the proposal to levy an 
emergency tax of one-fourth of one 
per cent is under way. 

The sooner the committee cuts 
the Gordian knot and commits it- 
self to that proposition the better 
it will be for the city. 

Conditions affecting the public 
facilities have reached such a point 
of inadequacy that it is useless for 
the city to try to fool itself longer 


into believing that it can get along. 


on the present taxation basia.

Public facilities in Atlanta are 
being starved to the extent of con- 
stituting a public disgrace. 

A few days ago the superintend- 
ent of schools was forced to the ex- 
treme of figuratively “passing the 
hat” for private donations of money 
with which to make it possible for 
the poor children of Atlanta to 
comply with the new compulsory 
school attendance law. 

Concurrently the Carnegie library 
management made an appeal for

that it is starved until it can 
nowhere near adequately serve the 
public.

| Ex-State Senator Brown on 
The Junking of Railroads 


Editor Constitution: -I have read 
with a great deal of interest the 
various statements that have re- 
cently appeared in print, especially 


that of the chairman of the railroad 
commission, in reference to the al- 
leged movement of some of the se- 
curity holders of the A. B. & A. 
Railroad company to take steps to 
have the physical properties of this 
railroad company sold as “junk,” 
should it become necessary to pro- 
tect their investment by foreclosure. 


The principle of public policy to 
which Chairman Candler calls at- 
tention is by no means new. This 


principle was announced by the 
supreme court of Georgia, more 
than twenty years ago, in the case 
of the Atlanta, Knoxville and North- 
ern Railway Co. vs. Barker, 105 Ga. 
534. Beginning with the last line 
on ‘page 537, the court said: 
‘Controversies in which a corporation 
charged with the duties incumbent upon 
carriers of passengers, freights and mails in 
which an effort is made by private indi- 
viduals or others to take away from such 
corporation a part of the property in its 
possession which is absolutely essential to 
its complete performance of the public du- 
ties required of it become matters of more 
than private concern, and in which the pub- 
lic is deeply and seriously concerned. For 
this reason it has become settled law that 
the harsh remedies which would be al- 
lowed to one individual against another 
in reference to the possession of land will 
not be allowed to one who is seeking to 


pany when exact justice can be done to 
such owner by giving to him remedies which 
are less severe in their nature and by which 
he would secure substantially the same 
rights, thereby saving to the public the 
right to require a performance of the pub- 
lic duties incumbent upon the corporation 
whose property is the subject matter of 
the controversy. This case went up from 
Fannin superior court.’’ 

This principle has become the set- 
tled iaw of this state in the class 
of cases to which it was then ap- 


plfed. It most certainly applies to 
any proceeding which these security 
holders may institute in the courts 
seeking to “junk” and “scrap” the 
physical properties of any railroad 
company. 


I am of the opinion that it would 
be the duty of the court in which 
any such proceedings might be filed, 


whether the question was raised by 
the pleadings or not, to deny any 
application which seeks to have the 
Physical properties of any railroad 
doing business in Georgia as a com- 
mon carrier, sold as “junk,” upon 
the theory that petitioners were not 
entitled to the reHef sought by their 
petition—as a matter of law. Reeves 
vs. Jackson, 118 Ga. 182; Strouse vs. 
Kelly, 113 Ga. 575; Kelly vs. Strouse, 
116 Ga. 873. In the last case cited 
the court said: “‘Neither the laches 
of the litigant nor the negligence of 
counsel will absolve the judge from 
his sworn obligation to administer 
the law.” 


That great jurist, Judge Nesbit, 
in rendering the opinion of the court 
in the case of Moody and Wife vs: 


Davis, 10 Ga. 403-411, referring to 
the duties of the trial judge in the 
trial of all cases, says: 

‘‘He has no right and no power to with- 
hold the application of one signie principle 
of law to a single case over which he has 
jurisdiction; he has no dispensation justt- 
fying or excusing an omission to apply the 
aw. *% . If such are his duties it is 
wholly immaterial whether a principle of 
law be brought to his notice by counsel 
or is suggested by his own knowledge and 
observation. If the principle grew out 
of the case and he believes it to be law 
he is bound by the responsibilities of his 
position—his official oath—by the very 
nature of his office, by all the expediences 
of juridicure to give it full effect. To that 
hé is called, for that he is clothed with the 
people’s judicial sovereignty.’’ 


It seems to me that the public in- 


terest will be conserved and pro- 
tected» by the courts should any ef- 
fort be made to “junk” the physical 
properties of any raflroad company 
| by its security holders.

Constitutional Prohibition Goes Into Effect Friday — Just 
‘Private 
s His Qualifications for a Diplomatic Post. 
Georgians at Jackson Day Banquets.

Washington, January 14.—(Spe- 
cial.) —Don’t forget that constitu- 
tional prohibition goes into effect 
next Friday! 

Down south where every state has 
been “dry” for so long a time that 
only the oldest inhabitants remem- 
ber even the era-of-the-brass-rails, 
it would seem at first glance that 
such an announcement was super- 
fluous; or, at best, had no-#ignifi- 
cance. 

Far be it from true! 

This constitutional prohibition is 
federal prohibition, not “state” pro- 
hibition, and it has enforcement 
laws all of its own, and enforce- 
ment officers all of its own. 

It is a new kind of prohibition be- 
cause it has been enacted to enforce 
prohibition in “dry” states. 

That is ‘to say, the congress has 
backed up this constitutional 
amendment business by legislating 
on the assumption that the wet 
states must be made dry and the 
dry states dryer— 

And has been no respécter of lo- 
calities in appointing a lot of special 
officers for each state, whether 
heretofore “wet” or “dry,” to en- 
force the new enforcement code. 

In other words, the government 
assumes that Georgia is as wet as 
Maryland, and that Georgia needs 
the new federal drainage operation 
as much as does Pennsylvania, or 
New Jersey or New York. 

Whereas, Fort and Mercer and 
Coleman et al. have been commis- 
sioned to see that prohibition shall 
be enforced even in “dry” Georgia 
after the 16th of January. 

* 7” * 


It is unnecessary for me to re- 
count the provisions of the new en- 
forcement -code. They have been 
published before. 

There is.oné note of warning, 
however, that should be sounded— 

If you have any private stock of 
liquors on hand, for personal or 
family use, of course, purchased 
prior to July 1, 1919, see to it that 
it is all under the roof of the house 
you call home before Friday! 

If you have one case in your bed- 
room and two cases in your ware- 
house downtown, or in a storage 
vault in the bank, or anywhere, in- 
deed, away from “home,” then you 
become a violator, and all of it, in- 
cluding the case at your home, may 
be confiscated, and you, as the 
owner, prosecuted for violation; 

Better get busy! 

That is the only 
which I shall refer. 

The new law, of itself, does not 
prevent a person from having for his 
own and family use all of the in- 
toxicating liquors that one’s home 
or cellar may hold, but it does pro- 
vide that this liquor shall have been 
purchased and possessed prior to 
Jnly 1 last, and shall be stored and 
kept only in the home of the owner, 
and used only by the owner in his 
own family. 

Now, as to how any person in 
Georgia or in any other bone-dry 
state in the south can get by with 
having any liquor in his or her pos- 
session at all—even in the home and 
purchased prior to July 1, 1919—I 
shall not discuss. 

That is too complicated a ques- 
tion for an awkward novice in the 
game to analyze. Fact is, I never 
could understand how anybody 
could get as far as home with any 
really good liquor, or keep it there 
if he should even get there with it.

It is a lamentable fact that sal- 
aries in the diplomatic service are 
inadequate—woefully so—at the 
present costs of living in foreign 
lands. Particularly is this true as 
to berths in continental Europe,

The announcement from Paris 
that M. Clemenceau has consented 
to accept the French presidency, 
provided he is elected by accla- 
mation, has excited more than pass- 
ing interest in Washington, where 
the French premier retains much 
of the popularity acquired in the 
critical hours of the World War. 

But it remains a matter of com- 
ment that the great Frenchman 
should consent to occupy an office 
which has proved to be a political 
tomb for all who have filled it and

Since the days of Thiers has hardly 


attracted a really first class figure. 


The case of Poincare is. sstill 
fresh in many minds. Poincare be- 
came president after having headed 
a ministry called into power by 
the Agadir crisis and intended to 
sweep out al] the politics and per- 
sonal followers of Caillaux who, 
in the Agadir time as during the 
war, had advocated an understand- 
ing with Germany. 

As prime minister, Poineare had 
been relatively a strong man.

SAVE THE WRAPPER—IL _ 
YOUNG PEOPLE WITH OLD SKINS 
Although we never know when we 
are well off, the oily condition of 
the skin with the shiny nose which 
often accompanies it, so much com- 
plained of by young people, is a 
natural physiological feature of 
wholesome youth and good health. 
Enlarged pores, as the ignorant 
“beauty specialties” call the visible 
oil ducts, are also characteristic of 
the physiological functional activi- 
ties of youth. Comedones (black- 
heads) are oil ducts filled with se- 
bum or skin oil, the mouth of the 
oil duct being filled with a brown 
or black plug of extraneous mat- 
ter. That these comedones fre- 
quently become infected with the 
pus-producing germs which are 
generally present on the surface of 
the cleanest and healthiest skins, is 
barely beyond the field of normal 
physiology; pimples spell youth and 
are good for youth. 

Alas, so many young people have 
senile skins. The constant effort of 
misguided young people today, par- 
ticularly members of the more ecred- 


ulous sex, is to make the skin old 


prematurely. Girls do not want to 
be girls, though mature women 
strive desperately to look like mere 
girls. Girls want to be old women, 
and they adopt oldwoman trappings 
just as early in life as their fool 
mothers and fathers will permit. 
Corsets; high narrow heels; dope 
which robs the skin of its oil, its 
natural beautifier, and makes it 
prematurely dry, wrinkled, rough 
and atrophic. Life is a queer propo- 
sition. Sweet sixteen yearns flerce- 
ly to be forty and forty lies awake 
nights planning how she may make 
a noise like sweet sixteen.

No blood test has been 
found for tuberculosis. Measurement 
of the blood pressure is not the 
same as a blood test. Various chemi- 
cal and biological tests of the blood 
are made to determine various con- 
ditions.

The drastic regulation goes into 
effect with constitutional prohibi- 
tion January 16. iVolation of it 
earries the same penalties as for 
the manufacture cr sale of stronger 
liquors.

The subcommittee of the senate 
committee on military affairs has 


today agreed to strike the proviso | 


from the Anthony bill carrying 
funds for the completion of Camp 
Benning, at Columbus, “provided 
Camp Gordon, at Atlanta, is disman- 
tled and sold,” and the subcommit- 
tee’s report will be submitted as 
the report of the full committee. 
There is little doubt that the sen- 
ate will adopt the committee re- 
port. 

In that event, the house having 
passed the Anthony bill with the 
proviso that Camp Gordon be disman- 
tled, should the senate strike this 
proviso, as seems assured, the matter 
will go to a conference where the 
real fight will ensue. : 

It is understood, however, and 
this may be a secret, that the house 
conferees will be Kahn, of Cali- 
fornia, and Anthony, of Kansas, re- 
publicans, and Fields, of Kentucky, 
democrat. It is believed that An- 
thony will fight to the finish the 
resolution of Camp Gordon, but 
Kahn and Fields may both be fa- 
vorable to Camp Gordon, or to the 
senate measure.

PHILLIPS ON TRIAL 
FOR KILLING FENDT 
IN FAMILY QUA RREL 


Macon, Ga., January 14.—(Spe- 
cial.) —John Q. Phillips, an employee 
of the Georgia Southern and Flor- 
ida railway shops in Macon, was 
placed on trial here today for the 
second time for the murder of Wal- 
ter A. Fendt, who was foreman of 
a railroad shop at the time he was 
killed. At his previous trial Phil- 
lips was convicted and given a 
life sentence, but was granted a 
new trial by the supreme court on 
the ground that the state introduced 
testimony regarding Fendt’s char- 
acter when the defense had not 
made his character an issue. 

The state rested its case this eve- 
ning, but when the defense put up 
its first witness a legal battle en- 
sued over the admissibility of tes- 
timony by Otis Small, general fors- 
man for the Georgia Southern and 
Florida railway shops at Valdosta. 
Attorneys were still arguing when 
court adjourned for the night. 
Small, it was brought out in the 
arguments, will testify that Fendt 
told him two hours before he was 
killed that “Mrs. Phillips should 
be whipped and I will give $50 to 
see it done.” 

Mrs. Fendt was the chief wit- 
ness for the state, testifying that 
Fendt was repairing a fence be- 
tween the yards of the Fendt and 
Phillips home and removed some 
boards, which Mrs. Phillips had 
placed there to keep her chickens 
in. Mrs. Phillips replaced the 
boards, Mrs. Fendt said, and when 
Fendt again removed them Mrs. 
Phillips began throwing bricks xt 
him. Her husband then appeared 
in the doorway of their kitchen with 
a .22-caliber rifle and shot Fendt 
in the head. This is the third of 
the long list of murder cases pend- 
ing in this county.

New Church Organ 
Of Unique Design 
Soon to Be Ready 


A great deal of interest has been 
taken in the erection of the organ 
for the First Presbyterian church, 
and those who are responsible for 
its erection wish to state to the 
public that it Is hoped the organ 
will be completed in February. 

The organ, which was built by 


Henry Pilcher’s Sons, a noted Louis- 
ville firm, is the first of its kind in 
the south, béing built on plans sub- 
mitted by Charles A. Sheldon. The 
front was designed by Charles 
Downing, who before his death was 
a prominent architect of this city. 

When the organ is finished it 
will be the-most complete instru- 
ment of its type in the south, and 
will be only outranked in size by 
the organ in the dAuditorium- 
Armory. At present, only about 
one-half of the organ has been in- 
stalled, but enough is in evidence 
to show the wonderful beauty of 
the instrument, 

There are to be three organs in 
the church—one in the choir loft, 
and one over each corner entrance. 
There will be the great, choir, swell, 
solo, echo, stentor and pedal, and 
the harp effect. This stentor organ 
is an original idea of Mr. Downing’, 
and the marvelous effect produced 
by its aid i. the congregational 
singing will be a monument to his 
genius. The organs will respond to 
64 speaking stops, including a new 
solo register, of a modern tone color 
resembling a French horn. The con- 
sole is of special design, and, while 
most elaborate and seemingly com- 
plicated, it renders the control of 


the mammoth instrument most 
to the performer. The stops are 


English knobs of ivory, placed on 


each side, with the couplers in tab- 
leas placed in front. The workman- 
ship and quality throughout are of 
the best. 

It is the plan of Mr. Sheldon, the 
organist, to make the music of this 
church a feature, and t h the 
greatness of this wonderful instru- 


ment to inspire the worshipers, and* 


to help lead the congregation in 
their devotions. 

George W. Harrison has done un- 
tiring work in behalf of the organ 
and it was mainly his interest an 
unfailing efforts that has made 
a, the building of this work 
of art.

down considerably on our protein 
foods. 

Physicians usually know that just 


after the holidays many people suf- 
fer from autointoxication, or over- 


loading the body with nitrogenous 
foods, highly seasoned and over- 
rich desserts, candies—these will 
also have the same effect. 


Winter vegetables, such as pars- 
nips, carrots, turnips, Russian ruta- 
bagas, cabbage, celery, brussels 
sprouts, spinach and onions are rich 


in vitamines and bulk; they are so 
vitally necessary, if we are to main- 
tain health, during the winter, living 
as we do in close, overheated rooms. 


Use these bulky foods in place of 
canned or southern produce and note 
the improvements in health. 


Drink freely of water; bodily 
waste must be eliminated and unless 
the blood stream is supplied liberal- 
ly during the winter, it is apt to 
become sluggish and overloaded 
with waste. 

The tart acid cranberry is a mild 
and stimulating fruit and should be 
used plentifully while it lasts. Serve 
it as a sauce in pies, puddings, etc., 
and beware of using baking soda to 
reduce the amount of sweetening 
necessary to make the fruit pal- 
atable. 

Bicarbonate of soda or baking 
soda, when used in cooking foods, 
destroys the valuable living ele- 
ments and causes a reaction in the 
stomach, thereby causing digestive 
disturbances. Bicarbonate of soda 
should not to be taken unless under 
the advice of a physician.

Stock Market Is Erratic 
With Money Market Tight

New York, January 14.—Call money opened at 8 per cent today 
against yesterday's renewal of 7 per cent, and went to 15 per cent. 
The rate on time money stiffened, as high as 81% per cent being ‘bid. 
Early in the day rumors were flying about the fnancial district that 
the federal reserve directors of the bank here would meet at 11 o’clock 
and again raise the discount. When the meeting was over it was an- 
nounced that no statement would be made before the close of busi- 
ness at 3 o’clock. 

During the first hour prices of active stocks broke from 1 to 7 
points. Then there was a recovery, followed by another break after 
the directors of. the federal reserve bank here had their meeting and 
made their announcement. Wall street took it for granted from the 
way the. announcement was made that the rediscount rates would be 
advanced. There was more short selling today than yesterday, and 
also more liquidation. 

The liquidation is coming from the stock pools. These pools were 
operating largely with time money, and some of them are now finding 
it impossible to borrow money at the high rates being quoted.
